CONDITION OF BUSINESS IN CONGRESS. 

Although there have been an unusually 
large number of bills introducéd this session 
the actual businessas respects the different 
appropriations is much more advanced at this 
time than for many years. Of the fourteen 
appropriation bills the following have been 
reported :—-Fortifications, January 20; post- 
office, January 27: consular, January 30; In- 
dian, February 7; Indian deticiency, February 
10; military academy, February) 11; 
agriculture, February 17; $Army, March 
15. All of these bills, except 
the army, huve passed the house. The for- 
tifications, post-otlice, Indian deficiency and 
military academey bills have passed the 
senate as well as the house. The house is now 
considering the army and the senate the 
Indian bill. The appropriations yet to be 
repozted to the house are the six following: 
River and harbor, legislative, executive and 
judicial, naval, sundry civil, District of Col- 
umbia and general deficiency. Owing to 
the advanced condition of the appropria- 
tion bills itis predicted that the present ses- 
sion may not last longer than June.

AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP ABROAD, 

Bills were introduced by Mr. Morgan to de- 
fine the rights of citizens of the United States 
when residing in foreign countries. Mr. Voor- 
hees submitted and had read by the secretary 
a resolution declaring that the conduct of the 
state departmen? in relatton to the arrest and 
imprisonment of Daniel McSweeny and other 
American citizens, by the British authorities, 
is in violation of American law, inconsistent 
with the value of American citizenship, and 
derogatory to the honor of the United States. 
Temporarily tabled at Mr. Voorhees’s request, 
subject to his call. 

THE INDIAN RAILROAD GRA NT. 

T »e senate bil! ratifying the act of the gen- 
eral council of the Choctaw nation of In- 
dians, granting to the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railway company a right-of-way for 
a railroad and telegraph | ne through that na- 
tion was considered. Mr. Brown, of the com- 
mittee which reported the bill, stated that 
the proposed route was to 
be from Fort © Smith, Arkansas, 
through the Choctaw territory in the direc- 
tion of Paris, Texas, and that the bill requires 
the company to pay for the right of way to the 
Choctaws $2,250 per annum, and to the Chick- 
asaws $3,000 per annum, the moneys to be 
added to the school funds of thgtribes. He 
maintained the right of congress By virtue of 
its sovereignty over the territories, to take the 
lands of the Indians upon. making compensa- 
tion therefor in the same way that the 

ands of citizens may be taken. 
Mr. Maxey, in advocacy of 
cussed the constitutional question, and cited 
authorities to the effect that the fee to the 
lands of the Indians remains in the govern- 
ment and that possession reverted to the 
United States upon abandonment, the right 
of the Indians being simply that of occu- 
pancy. He referred vo the geographical loca- 
tions of the Indian territory between the 
state of Texas and the states to the north and 
northeast, and contended that the question 
was practically whether this territory should 
be constituted a barrier to communication 
between the states, or congress should exer- 
cise its constitutional prerogative to regu- 
late commerce among the states 
and with the Indian territory. Mr. Maxey 
then detailed the history of the legislative 
assent of the Choctaws to the proposed legis- 
lation to show its validity, and without con- 
cluding yielded for an executive session. 

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY LAW. 

A message was received irom the president 
transmitting a letter from the secretary of 
sett.ng forth the necessity fora 
provision for the payment of the com- 
missioners, and the election of officers to be 
appointed under the anti-polygamy law. 
The president adds a suggestion that in view 
of the important and responsible duties de- 
volved on the cof issioners, their compen- 
sation shouldibe increased from $3,000, to not 
less than $5,000 per annum, as this would, in 
his opinion, secure a higher order of ability in 
the persons selected and thereby 
tend more effectually to carry out the object 
of the law. Referred. After gthe executive 
session the senate adjourned,

THE NATIONAL BANK QUESTION. 

Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, moved to sus- 
pend rules and adopt a resolution making the 
bill to exf®nd the corporate existence of the 
National banking association a continuing 
special order for April 15. This started a 
lively debate between the friends of the 
National banking bill one side, and green- 
backers, silver men, and those who gave pref- 
erence to other measures, on the other. 
Finally a vote was taken and the motion to 
suspend the rules was lost—nays 122, yeas 77, 
notthe necessary two-thirds in the affirma- 
tive. 

A REVENUE RESOLUSION, 

Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill to amend the 
laws relating to internal revenue. Agreed to 
—yeas, 125; nays, 29. [This is the bill which 
was, some Weeks ago, reported from the com- 
mittee On ways and means It extends the 
bond period tor the retention in warehouse 
of distilled spirits, and places distilled spirits 
on the same footing as snuff, tobacco, cigars 
and fermented spirits, ] 3 

AS TO PBBLIC BUILDINGS, 

Under a suspension of the rules, a bill was 
passed for the erection of public buildings at 
Louisville, Kentucky, and Rochester, New 
York. An attempt was made to secure the 
passage Of a similar bill for Columbus, Ohio. 
Mr. Camp, of New York, protested against 
the reckless yoting away of public money, 
and said there were 
the house and its committees, calling for ap- 
propriations of 317,300,000, and that in some 
cases the public buildings were proposed in ci- 
ties where no court had ever been held. The 
bill finally passed. 

The senate bill for the erection of a public 
building at Minneapolis, Minnesota, passed. 

AN EXECUTIVE MESSA@%, 

The speaker laid before the house a message 
from the president transmitting a communi- 
cation from the secretary of state in further 
reply to the resolution calling for information 
of Thomas Shields and three other Americans 
arrested in Mexico. Referred. [The docu- 
ments discloses no facts which have not al- 
ready been published.} The house then ad- 
journed.

BLATHCFORD ON THE BENCH. 


As te Foreign Citizens—Lyddy Allowed to Plead fer 
Miuaon. 


Wasnineton, April 1.—Judge Blatchford, 
took his seat in the supreme court to-day. 
Butfor the temporary absence of Justice 
Harlan, the bench would have been full for 
the first time since December 24, 1878, The 
court granted the prayer of James M. Lyddy, 
of New York, for leaveto file a petition for 
writs of habeas corpus and certiorari, in the 
Sergeant Mason court-martial case, and 
afvvarded arule to show cause returnable on 
the 17th of April, when the conrt will hear 
The chief 
justice gave notiee that the court will ad- 
journ for the terin on the 8th of May, and 
will not hear arguments after the 28th of 
April. 

SEEDS FOR THE SUFFERERS. 

The house committee on agricultu,@egreed 
to-day to report favorably to the house hepre- 
sentative King’s bill providing for an appro- 
priation of twenty thousand dollars to be ex- 
pended by the commissioner of agriculture in 
the purchase of seeds for distribution among 
the sufferers by the recent overflow of the 
Pississippi river. 

THE RIGHTS OF FOREIGN CITIZENS, ~ 
The bill introduced in the senate to-day, by 
Mr. Morgan, to define the right of citizens of 
the United States in, and when residing in 
foreign countries, sets forth that the righw of 
American citizenship in foreign countries, 
which are required to be protected in the 
manner and means enevvidal in section 2001 
of the revised statutes, extend to and include 
the right to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, and right to be exempt 
from domicilary visits withont a legal 
warrant according to the forms of law of the 
country in which they are domiciled, and 
the right, on demand of themselves or coun- 
sel, to be informed of the nature and cause of 
any accusation against them when they are 
under arrest, or are imprisoned upon suspi- 
cion, or accusation, or charges of being guilty 
of any crime or offense against the laws of 
such foreign country, and the right of trial 
in such cases within a reasonable time, to be 
confronted with witnesses against them, to 
have compulsory process for obtaining wit- 
nesses in their favor, and to have counsel for 
their defense. Referred to the committee on 
foreign relations. 
THE CHINESE BILL TO BE VETOED. 

The cabinet session to-day was very pro- 
tracted, and was devoted almostentirely toa 
consideration of the anti-Chinese bill. It is 
understood that the decision was adverse 
to the bill, and that the president will send 
in a veto to-morrow.

REVENUE OFFICIALS. 


Salaries to be Subatituted for Fees of Collectors, Mar- 
shals aud the Like. 

Wasuineton, April 3.—It is probable that 
congress will make a change in the matter of 
the compensation of distriet attorneys, mar- 
shals, and other officers charged with the en- 
forcement of the internal revenue laws, so as 
to substitute salaries for fees. Under the 
present system gross abuses are of constant 
occurrence. Innocent men are arrested and 
prosecuted for alleged violations of the inter- 
nal rev2nue laws, only to be released for lack 
of evidence by the United States commis- 
sioners before whom they are brought. In 
every case the government officials 
concerned collect their _ fees. The 
wrongs perpetrated under the system of 
espionage and - persecution, attracted the at- 
tention of the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue last vear. He called the attention of the 
then attorney general to the matter, and they 
had begun a schedule of salaries, together 
with some amendments tg the law, which 
would give the attorney general and the com- 
missioners full information of all suits brought 
for violations of the internal revenue laws, as 
soon as they were instituted. In the midst of 
their preparations the president was shot, and 
the matter came to naught save as it was re- 
ferred to in Commissioner Raum's annual re- 
port. Recently the commissioner conferred 
with the attorney general about the matter, 
and the latter has strongly commended to 
congress the amendments to the laws which 
are proposed by the commissioner, whose let- 
ter uccompanies that of Brewster. Early ac- 
tion is expected from the house judiciary 
committee, which has the matter in charge. 

‘In relation to this matter Commussioner 
Raum says: “The institution of criminal 
prosecutions under internal revenue laws for 
trivial and technical offenses, where no fraud 
is committed or intended, is a constant cause 
of complaint in various parts of the United 
States, and is continually productive of irrita- 
tion in the enforcement of the laws. These 
prosecutions are usually instituted upon the 
complaints of professional informers, and are 
a great source of revenue to witnesses, to 
commissioners, marshals and distrjct attor- 
neys. The abuses thus perpetrated are the 
legitimate and natural outgrowth of the law 
which compensates these officers for their ser- 
vices by fees, and I am satisfied that it will be 
impossible by any system of administration 
to prevent these wrongs until district attor 
neys, marshals, deputy marshals and commis: 
missioners are paid fixed salaries, like the

Alex. H. Stephens on Senator Brown’s Tariff Speeeta- | 


Presidential Probabilities—Democratic Hope— 
Gentleman George— The New Tilden Talk 
—Preparing for Easter—Personal.

Wasurncton, April 1.—‘‘I have been hear- 
ing and reading speeches on the tariff for fifty 
years,’ said Alexander Stephens the other 
night, “and I have found but one that was 
completely satisfactory in the whole lot.”’ 

“Which was that?’ asked one of the gentle- 
men present. 

“It was Joe Brown’s speech delivered in the 
senate last Monday,’ wasthereply. ‘It suited 
meexactly. It is a plain, common sense 
statement of the question and of a sound pok 
icy to regulate it.”’ 

Mr. Stephens then spoke of the senator’s 
well known style of stripping every question 
of all superfluities and discussing the real issue 
presented. This directness showed off to ad- 
vantage in the tariff debate because of the 


abstractness and generality of most of the 
speeches in the senate. Even plain Mr. Beck 
got into theoretical mystery once in a.while, 
though he steered clearer than the majority 
of the speakers on either side. 

DEMOCRATIC HOPE. 

KE x-Senator Katon says the democratic sup- 
port of this bill will help the party very 
much inthe north. A large element would 
there prefer the democratic party, 
but has been frightened off by 
its unsettled tariff policy. If the bill be- 
comes a law and the party recognizes the fact 
that the tariff must be revised, but tacitly ad- 
mits protection asa necessary incident and 
pe out a good tariff candidate, he thinks 
New York, Connecticut and New Jersey are 
certainly ours. Eaton’s friends talk of him 
as a candidate, but the old man _him- 
self really has no definite’ aspirations. 
He is somewhat out of the current of pvulitics 
but is the most earnest and most hopeful old 
democrat you ever saw. He firmly believes 
he will live to see his party win yet and when 
the chances were slimmest he talked about 
ultimate success with unsubdued cheerful- 
ness. He is said now to refer to one vote in 
the senate with especial pride. He rejoices 
that his name is recorded against the electo- 
ral commission. 

THE NEW TILDEN TALK. 

Very little stock is taken by Washington 
oliticians in the rumor that Tilden will be 
yrought owt as tae democratic nominee for 
governor of New York next fall. The papers 
caught this trom the speech of an irate demo- 
crat in the New York legislature a few days 
ago, who denounced fammany and hinted 
that Mr. Tilden would again enter state 
politics to crush out the corruption fast 
growing to the power it had = when 
he took the reins @s governor 
in ’74. The story, however, is not unreasona- 
ble. Nobody doubts that Tilden wiil be a 
candidate for the next presidency, and his 
election es governor of New York would cer- 
tainly fix him as the nominee of his party in 
84. As Kelly grows weaker he becomes more 
defiant, and itis believed Tilden could ruin 
Tanimany as a political power by showing 
that he could be elected in defiance of its bit- 
terest hate. Mr. Pendleton’s admirers do not 
disguise their efforts to start a boom for him. 
They even have meetings and consultations 
to devise the best means of posing their man 
before the country as the coming leader of 
the great defeated. To make Pendleton ap- 
pear a big man isa task worthy the most de- 
voted labor of these gentlemen, and 
if they succeed they will have the 
reward oi feeling that they have 
done more for the elegant senator than he has 
ever done for himself. 

FLIPPER. 

Coming down from the high plene of presi- 
dential probabilities to the unromantic sor- 
rows of Flipper, Atlanta’s dusky ‘child of the 
state,’’ | may say that he is pretty sure to re- 
main inthe army. The evidepce was clear 
enough against him. That he made way with 
money belonging to the government no doubt 
can remain. Mut Flipper is the only negro 
officer in the army, and great sympathy is ex- 
pressed for him. It is said he was not ad- 
mitted to association by his fellow-ofticers and 
that a combination ot unfortunate circum- 
stances drove bim to adefalcation he meant to 
make good. ‘hile all this is very thin, I am 
expressing the common belief at Washington 
when I say he will remain in the army. 
Judge Advocate General Swaim has taken a 
warm interestin him, and Swaim can work 
more hooks and crooks than most men. 
Flipper, in spite of courtimartial and general 
belief of his guilt, wi§h have another start, 
though if he had been an ordinary white sec- 
ond lieutenant, he would have been out of 
thearmy in disgrace long before this. Let us 
hope Flipper will do better from this time on. 

PREPARING FOR EASTER. 

Washington is brightening from the leth- 
argy of Lent and prepariug for the most gor- 
geous Easter ever seen here. The Catholic 
and Episcopal churches are to be beautified 
with lilies, andthe music of the day will be 
practiced to perfection. Some of the other 
denominations are to decorate and make the 
day more than the old-time Protestants and 
nonconformists did. All the book-sto1re win- 
dows are full of Easter cards in rich designs. 
The custom of sending them is—like that of 
sending Christmas cards—marred by the cost- 
liness increased from year toyear, Whatone 
loves in an Easter or Christmas card is not its 
rich coloring or its fine work, but the sense 
it brings that from some one, it may be far 
away, comes the wish that all the joy of 
Christmas or the beautiful, emblematic peace 
of the Easter sunshine and flowers may be 
yours. A simple ten-cent card carries this 
unwritten message from heart to heart as well 
as the most fantastic folly Prang ever palmed 
off on the public. But now the cards come 
high, and the people will buy the mest ex- 
pensive ones. The result is they think more 
of the pretty ornament they send for bureau or 
mantel them of the thought that ought to 
breathe from the blowing lilies and rise above 
the flight of the snowy dove on the enblem- 
atic card. 

FLOWERS AND CHURCHES,

flowers for Easter in the Episcopal churches 
of Virginia. His reason is that some of the 
churches went to great extravagance in pre- 
paring floral decorations. The bishop knows 
what he wants, of course, but to 
most people the flowers of Easter are 
worth more than the. sermon. One 
is the studied reasoning of man which 
we may believe or cast aside.

time the leading lawyer in Charleston, he was 
taken by the hand cordially, and every thing 
was done, not only by Mr. Petigru, but by all 
the leading men of his time, ineluding Dr. 
Gilman, James W. Gray, the master in equity, 
Mr. Henry D. Lesesne, and others, to bring 
him forward and advance his interests. He 
practiced law in Charleston for some years, 
and could easily have raised himself to the 
front rank of his profession. 

From his first advent into society, however, 
the weakness of his moral character showed 
itself. His habits became bad—he returned 
the kindness bestowed upon him by the basest 
ingratitude. He obtained indorsements on 
notes, raised money which he squandered, 
then obtained renewal indorsements osten- 
sibly forthe purpose of taking up the old 
notes and raised more money, allowing the 
old notes to go to protest or be paid by those 
who had befriended him. H@ went from 
bad to worse. He owed debts 
every where, and finally being unable to re- 
main in Charleston any longer it is said that 
Mr. Petigru gave him a sum of money and 
told him to go ‘‘beyond the bounds of civiliz- 
ation.””’ He went to Belvidere, Illinois, in 
1845, and there practiced law for some time, 
and by his natural talents soon raised himself 
to &@ prominent position. 

While in South Carolina he served as adju- 
tant in the Seminole war of 1835. 

He was a delegate to the state constitution- 
al convention in 1847, and was subsequently 
repeatedly elected to the Illinois legislature. 

At the opening of the war he went into the 
United States army as brigadier general, held 
command at Memphis in 1863, commanded a 
corps underSherman, and succeeded Banks in 
command of the department of the gulf. andin 
1865w hile the general in charge of New Orleans 
is charged with accepting a bribe of $10,000 to 
allow the passage of a cargo of cotton owned 
by aman numed Clarke and others. Clark 
afterwards brought suit against the United 
States for the recovery of the money. The 
United States supreme court decided, howev- 
er, that the case was one so clearly of bribery 
that the party could not recover, on the 
theory that a party to recover money from 
the United States must come with clean 
hands, From 1869 to 1873 he was United 
States minister at Bogota,- and afterward sat | 
as a member of Congress. 

General Hurlbut while in Charleston mov- 
ed in good society. He was at one time en- 
gaged to be married to one of the first ladies 
of Charleston, but his suit was opposed on 
account of his habits, and the engagement 
was broken off. His recent career as minister 
to Peru is 100 disgraceful to recount.

THE FLOODED DISTRICTS. 


Unprecedented Deatitu'ion in the Southern Portion of 
Loulslana—The Latest River Bulletin. 


New OrvEANs, April 5.—The Times Demo- 
crat St. Martinsville special says: ‘*The water 
here on the eastern side of the Teche, in the 
parish of St. Martin, is higher than in 1874, 
and reaches nearly to the bank of the Teche. 
Houses, fences, stock, corn, fodder and pro- 
visions of all sorts have been partly swept 
away. Hundreds of our citizens, with their 
wives and children, are without shelter and 
without bread. The destitution in the over- 
flowed gection of our parish is unprece- 
dented.’ 

A RISE OF FIVE INCHES. 

A dispatch from Morgan City, dated mid- 
night, last night, says: ‘‘The water rose five 
inches at this point during the past twenty- 
four hours, and is now thirteen inches above 
the high water mark of 1874. Many fami- 
lies are leaving the city and in other cases 
women and children are being sent west to 
the highlands. Several buildings are consid- 
ered in great danger.,and stock is being moved 
to Belle Isle,on the steamboat Extra. Mr. Jod- 
son, of the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
was in consultation with several of our prom- 
inent citizens to-day in regard to the best 
method of relief, should occasion demand it.

THROUGH THE BRAIN. 


JESSE JAMES KILLED BY HIS CON- 
FEDERATES. 


The Culmination of the Train Robber Tragedies by 
the Assassination of the Chief Desperado— 
How He Was Tracked-—The Public Ex- 
citement Over the Tragic Affair. 


Sr. Lovis, April 3.—A dispatch from 8t. 
Joseph, Mo., says that Charles and Robert 
Ford, who at one time belonged to the James 


TREMSNDOUS EXCITEMENT. 

There is tremendous excitement over the 
affair, and several thousand people are on the 
streets. The wife of the desperado was on the 
spotin afew minates after the shooting and 
wept copiously over his remains, The body 
was taken in charge by the police. Consider- 
able ammunition and several Weapons, in- 
cluding a pistol and rifle, were found in the 
house where the outlaw had been stopping. 

THE HISTORY OF THE AFFAIR. 

The first announcement that Jesse James 
had been killed was greeted doubtfully; but 
as it began to be realized that such was the 
fact, the excitement ran high, and the follow- 
ing details soon became public: In a small 
frame shanty, in the southeast part of the city, 
ona hill not far from World’s hotel, Jesse 
James has lived with his wife since some 
timein November last. Robert and Charles 
Ford, two of his gang, have their headquar- 
ters at his house. Charles, it is said, has lived 
with him in the shanty ever since November. 

tobert arrived about ten days ago, and the 
three have been making preparations for a 
railway expedition, on which they were to 
start to-night. 

THE FATAL SCENE, 

James and the two Fords were in the front 
room together about 7 o’clock this morning. 
James took off his belt and laid his pistols on 
the bed, preparing to wash himself, when 
Robert Ford sprang up behind him and sent 
a bullet through his brain. The ball entered 
the back of his head, at the base of the right 
brain, coming out over his eye. The Ford 
brothers at once made known what they had 
done and gave themselvesup. They are now 
under guard at the’court house. 

DISPOSING OF THE BODY. 

The body of Jesse James was conveyed to an 
undertaker’s, where it was prepared for 
burial, and where a photograph was taken. 
James’s wife has telegraphed to his mother 
the news of his death. A numberof men 
identified the body, and there is no question 
about its being that of Jesse James. 

THE APPEARANCE OF THE SHANTY. 

The shanty where James lived, andin which 
he was killed, has the appearance of an armo- 
ry. A number of guns, pistols, including a 
repeating rifle, a needle gun and navy revolv- 
ers, with a good store of ammunition, was 
there. Jesse was in the habit of wearing two 
belts with a brace of very fine revolvers and 
twenty-five extra cartridges. In a small stable 
near the shanty were discovered several fine 
horses, the preperty of James. 

WHAT THE ASSASSINS SAY, 

The Ford brothers claim that they are de- 
tectives, and that they have been on James’s 
tracks fora long time. It is believed that 
they were with James in the Blue Cut train 
robbery, and they were influenced in killing 
him by a hope of getting the big reward which 
hus been offered for James, dead or alive, by 
the governor and by the express and railroad 
companies. 

GOVERNOR CRITTENDEN DENIES THE TRADE. 

Governor Crittenden on Saturday very em- 
phatically denied the statement made in a 
special dispatch from Independence en Fri- 
day last,and which was incorporated in the 
associated press report of that date, that he 
and others will receive $200,000 for breaking 
up the robber bands. The governor also de- 
nies that he promised Dick Little a pardon. 
The most he did or could do was to assure 
him protection while he was aiding the offi- 
cers in capturing the robbers. He further 
says he thinks the train robbing gangs are all 
broken up; that Jesse James himself, the 
noted leader of desperadoes, will either be 
killed or captured before long. 

A TENNESSEE TRAGEDY. 

NASHVILLE, April 3.—A Murfreesboro dis- 
patch to the American says: Thomas McEwen, 
special deputy sheriff, started to arrest Bethel 
Thompson, who last year shot an officer in 
Shelbyville, when about to be arrested for 
horse stealing. Thompson was found in bed. 
While the deputy sheriff was reading the 
warrant Thompson shot him with a pistol 
which he drew from under the pillow, the 
bullet inflicting a wound which will probably 
prove fataL The wounded man returned the 
fire, killing Thompson instantly. 

A BEASTLY FATHER. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 3.—This morning, 
about 3 o'clock, seven miles east of Knoxville, 
Wm.

One of the Finest Weter Powers in 
South—-The Yellow River—The i pt 
Mills, Their Work and Their Owner—Th 
Only Fancy Cotton Mill in the South. : 


Special Correspondence of The Constitu jon 
Covineton, Apri] 1.—The gods never smiled 
more benignly over the world than yesterday. 
Spring in all its sweet, green freshness had 
commenced to burst the buds, and the tender 
shoots from the elms, oaks and dogwood had 
begun to make the uir redolent with & joyous 
perfume. The sun came down in radiant 
beams, and lit the hills and dales with a mel- 
low warmth and a bright look of gladness 
was overall. Spring poetry fell from every 
bough, and idealic notes of April came tril- 
ling from the downy throats of 
ing _ birds, or were twitted from 
limb to limb iby the happy 
nestless sparrow.

I bad taken a 
drive some three miles from Covington and 
these are some of the signs of spring that I 
saw.

“Do you know,” said my companion, a dis- 
tinguished son of Georgia, “that right here is 
One of thr fiuest water powersin the whole 
soyth?” 

“No — answered, “‘what place is it?” 

“This is Cedar Shoals. We are now three 
miles from Covington, and yunder are the 
cotton mills owned by Mr. O. 8. Porter. who 
will tell you all about the place.” When | 
had been presented to Mr. Porter he verv 
kindly offered to show us through the mills, 
an enterprise of which I had been in ignorance 
before. ‘Ihe Yellow river forms a bend just 
above the factury, and a substantial dam 
aboutone hundred feet beluw the bridge 
' gives the slack water from which the head js 
|'tuken. The dam isa model structure of its 
| kind, by the way, and is a solid stone wall, 
very thick and absolutely proof against the 
fury of the most violentstorms and floods. It 
gag level as a floor, and when the water 
pours over at all, it goes over every invh of 
| 1ts surface and reaches the bottom below iy a 
beautiful unbroken sheet. Indeed. I think I 
never saw a prettier sight than this cascade 
that looks like a huge plate of glass, so 
smoothly does it fall, sume 400 or 500 feet in 
length. 

‘What is your fall here, Mr. Porter,” I 
asked when through watching the water. 

Well, sight here, in a space of one hun- 
dred and fifty yards, I ‘have a fall of for- 
ty-three feet, which increases an additional 
twenty feet a little below this pvint, or 
Say sixty-three feet in half a mile.’ 

What is the horse-power of all this fall?’’ 

“Right here it is 2,500 horse power.’’ 

“And do you use it all?” 

“O, no indeed. I only use about 100 horse 
power, though I do not utilize even that much. 
| bave no use for more than this now, though 
Jamrunning two mills—a cottun mill and 
a flour moll.” 

‘*At what do you value your mills.”’ 

“} should dishke to be offered $60,000 for 
this property, because I should hate tu take 
it. Ido anannual business of about $150,000 
and am ‘eaping a very fair profit on the in- 
vestment.”’ 

Teif me something you have done, Mr. 
Porter.” 

“Well, when Lcame here the property was 
not in good condition, and was not paying as 
it should have done. There were several 
partacrs, all of whom I bought out and’start- 
ed on my own hook. Since then Il have re- 
built nearly all the race walls of stone, which 
will make them as lasting as time, and added 
a great many other improvements. The ma- 
chinery in the cotton mill was old style, and 
J have recently replaced it with $20,000 worth 
of the best I could procure in the English 
markets. Mostot it came from Manchester 
and Accrington.’’ 

Stepping into the mill, Mr. Porter kindly 
showed Us through every nook and corner of 
the factory, which is really 2 model one of 
its kind. Mr. Porter bas never made any 
blow about his business, but pushing right 
ahead with it has built it up until now it is 
growing asrapidly ashe could expect. He 
has only been here a few years, but the fact 
that he has been enabled to put in uver$20,- 
000 worth of fine machinery besides several 
thousand dollars in other improvements shows 
how well cotton mills will pay in the south 
when properly managed. Inside, the factory 
is one of rermarkable neatness. Unlike most 
cotton factories I have seen, the machinery 
is novel and thoroughly interesting. 

You see,’’ said Mr. Porter, **we make every 
thing herein the way of threads and cords. 
We make no cloth yet, thourh I shall add 
tnachinery for that later. Here are some 
saniples, This cord,” taking up a pretry 
white ball, ‘Sis what you see in the drug stores 
in fancy colors, and ts used for wrapping pur- 
poses. It goes from our hands almost an im- 
inaculate write, but romes back to the dealers 
in a more attractive style by being nicely 
colored. | think, also, of adding a dyeing ap 
paratus to my factory, supplying the trade di- 
rect frum bere, There is what we call carpet 
warp over there, and here is our koitting cot- 
ton. We make aspecialty of these things 
and sell all the factury will produce with no 
trouble.”’ 

‘Where do you sell your threads mostly?" 

“Mostly in Cincinnati. [sell John Shuilto 
& Co., the big dry goods house, large quanti- 
ties of my thread and could sell more if I had 
the capacity. This heavy twine here is used 
for netting and there is a good demand for it. 
[ make, also, large quantities of “silver Lake 
Cord,”’ a brand known all over the United 
States, sold by the Silver Lake company, oi 
Boston. My fancy cottuns have a name 
wherever they gu.” 

After spending about half an hour in the 
mill, looking at every process of getting the 
cotton from the bale tothe thread, and exam- 
ining the beauuful machinery which moves 
with sueh a musical hum, we went down te

only a few feet away from the cotton mill. 
The wheel that runs the cotton mill is a tur- 
bine, forty-eight inches in diameter and capa 
ble of running, with this. magnificent fall, 
twice the present machinery. The flour mil] 
is also fitted up with gvod machinery, and 
grinds out abvut 100 bushels a day. Said Mr. 
Jones: ‘‘These two industries are searcely 
known abroad, and yet if the world oniy 
knew of what a magnificent country Georgia 
offers, capital would flock here by the thou- 
sand.”’

Mr Porter isa gentleman of most affable 
manner, and the fact that he has never given 
the press any information about the Cedar 
Shoals property is sufficient to show that he 
has had no desire to rush into print. 

Granting that the present $00,000 will only 
use 100 horse-power, there are over 2,400 
horse-power left, and with this an investment 
of quire $2,000,000 could be easily made, thus 
developing the point into a sort of second Co- 
lumbas or Lowell.

AN UPRIGHT OFFICER. 


Reminiacences of Commodvore Josiah Tatnall and His 
Integrity. 

Epitors ConsTITuTion: Seeing how very 
otten conimittees are appointed at Washing- 
ton to investigate the ditferent departments, 
when charges of dishonesty have been alleged; 
particularly in connection with the contin- 
gent fund, under Mr. Sherman's administra- 
tion, has led me to contrast the conduct of the 

resent ofticers, with those of the old school, 

in former years, and to show how great is 
that contrast, asto honesty. Allow me to 
mention two incidents vccurring during the 
war between the states. Commodoré Josiah 
Tatnall, was in. charge of a station where I 
was navalstore keeper. One New Year’s day 
we paid the old hero calls, as was ,our duty 
as officers in thenavy. It was avery cold 
day and the old gentleman was suffering 
with his wounded arm, and his servant was 
endeavoring tu make a fire with some green 
pine poles, thejonly fuel he had. His family 
was without wood or fire. (Fuel was very 
scarce and ditlicult to get.) I went tothe 
navy wharf, (where I had several hundred 
tons for the use of the different gun-boats, ) 
and ordered a ton of coal taken to the com- 
modore’s residence, with instructions not to 
let him know it, but he happened to be in 
the yard when the coal arrived, and asked 
the wagoner who sentit. He said I had, and 
ina very pre-emptory manner he was order- 
ed to take it back. The nextday he called 
at the store to see me, and demanded by 
what authority I had sent public stores to 
his house. I endeavored.to explain and re- 
ferred to his suffering for want of wood and fire, 
and concluded to send him some coal for the 
comfort of himself and family. ‘Well, sir, 
I appreciate your kind feelings for me and my 
family, but if you ever attempt such a thing 
again I will have you dismissed from the ser- 
vice. I would freeze to death before I would 
touch an ounce of coal belonging to the gov- 
ernment.’’ On another occasiun I was receiv- 
ing a large quantity of navy bread. It was 
very fine. ‘The commodore saw it, and said: 
“I wish you to loan me fif y pounds of that 
bread until I can get a baker to return it.”’ I 
sent it to him, and as soon as he could get the 
flour he gota baker to bake and return the 
bread.’ Again I had received some old rye 
whisky from Pensacola navy yard made in1830. 
The old gentleman liked hisdram, but never 
to excess. I knew he would like some, and 
I said to him, “you are getting old and feeble, 
and if you will. take some of this good old 
whisky it will benefit you RS, sir,” suid 
he, ‘‘not a drop goes down my throat; it be- 
longs to the government, not tome. I will 
issue an order for it to be serit to the different 
hospitals for the sick and wounded.” [ had 
near 2,000 gallons, but not a drop would he 
touch or allow any one else to, except upon a 
requisition from a surgeon, and I am 
sorry {to say officers and _ doctors 
got sick very often after that, until it was all 
sent off. What a contrast between Josiah 
Tatnall, of the confederate states navy, and 
John Sherman, secretary of the treasury of 
the United Sta es, if the report of the com- 
mittee in bis case be true, 

I was associated with Commodore Tatnall 
intimately several years during the war, and 
[do say, Without reserve, he was the most 
honest, truthful man I ever knew. I believe 
he would have died before conrmitting a dis- 
honest act. I aim afraid we have but few 
such in official position in this country left. 
Peculation and down-right stealing seems to 
be the order of the day, particularly at Wash- 
ington. EXx-NavaL Stor&-KEeper.

ADVANCES BY GEORGIA. 
The bill to repay the state of Georgia $27,-

week. The claim is for money advanced by 
the state for the defense of her frontiers 
against the Indians from 1795 to 1818,, When 
‘the bill came back from the committee on 
aims it was amended so as to read az follows: 
ea secretary of the treasury is hereby au- 
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Mr. Hoar, of the committee on claims, stat- 
ed that the bill was unanimously reported; 
that other states had been reimbursed for 
similar expenditures, and that although very 
aged the claim was undoubtedly a clear and 
plain one. Governor Brown then explained 
the delay in presenting the claim. We give 


his explanation in full: 

Our state house at Milledgeville was not a very 
large one. There were some basement rooms in the 
state house that were used as a place of deposit of 
such early documents as it was thought would not 
be of much use in future, They had been unfortu- 
nately neglected there by [former governors of the 
state. When I came into the executive office, in 
looking through these basement rooms I founda 
large file of old documents of that character, some 
of which were nearly rotten, many of them were 
lost, a few of them probably of much importance. 
In having the whole thing overhauled, however, 
among other papersin the cellar were found these 
vouchers that the state had never before been able 
to find, showing that we had paid out this money 
in aid of the United States government in the In- 
dian wars, They were sent on, and it was found 
that everything corresponded except a small item, 
Il believe of three or four thousand dollars, for 
which vouchers were not found, and that was de- 
ducted. We do not claim it, because we cannot 
proveit. That is the history of the loss, 

This explanation disposed of the bill so far 
as the senate is concerned. The bill was 
passed without a dissenting voice.

Ourinformant had lefi out the feature of part- 
ownership by the laborers. The design is a truly 
co-operative system witha proprietary iuterest in 
the laborers. This projected and carried out, we 
believe it can be made more rapidly to build upa 
contented, saving and industrious laboring class, 
in which both capital and labor may find their 
highest rewards. in this way may capital and la- 
bor in the southyengaged in cotton planting. avoid 
the credit system, the commission merchant with 
his profit-eating accounts, whicb are for him not 
excessive, but for the planter ruin. Any system of 
planting on a ja.ge scale in which labor ig not thus 
interested wiil surely result in a further degrada- 
tion of labour, the absorption of the lion’s share of 
profits by capital, and the reduction of labor toa 
still greater dependence. 

The co-operative system, backed by ample capi- 
tal. with Jabor given a fair interest and a living 
chance, will not only prove largely remunerative, 
and with a steadiness which will compensate for 
any difference in amount between that and other 
investments; butit will also solve the problem of 
reclamation of swamp and waste lands For theu- 
sands of acres in the south. the large accumulations 
of capital which are possible with this system are 
neces: ary to enable labor to endure the time and 
preliminary work necessary to bring such lands in- 
to cultivation. No single plauter can bear tbe bur- 
den and none will attempt to, but success for a few 
years upon this plan will bring abundant capital to 
new ventures which can show that they have the 
land and the possibility of successful reclamation.

It must be confessed, however, 
that the counties where, the farmers have com- 
menced to place their dependences more upon 
thoughtand less upon muscle are yet extremely 
few -The discouraging fact about the refona 
movement is that most of the preaching is wasted. 
It reaches few besides those farmers who have al- 
ready learned to dv» theirown preaching. They are 
readers and thinkers, and it is because they have 
read and thought that they have become prosper- 
ous. The great mass, however, are almost inacces- 
sible to those who are so _ industriously 
spreading the light of diversified farming. The 
small farmers, both white and biack, neither read 
nor think to an extent sufficient to bring them 
easily or soon within reach of new and progressive 
i: fluences. They are by :o m ans impervious te 
ideas, but it is well-nigh impossible to get st them. 

The facts set forth against the ‘all cotton’’ plan 
are indisputable and convincing. They gain in 
volume every day as the results of actual experi- 
ence are gathered and classified. It is not only 
proved that the individual farmer who puts his 
trust solelyin the delusive staple can hope for no 
deliverance from the state of servitude iw which 
he is kept by the ruinouscredit system, but thatthe 
south as a whole cannot afford ta goon paying $160. - 
000,000 a yearfor northern hay, graiu, bacon and 
flour. Nou doubt this truth has been suggesteu ina 
general way hundreds of times to 
those in this city who have seen 
baled SShay from New Eng'aud losding upon 
steamers bouud for Savannah orGalvestun. Yet 
the mass of southern farmers, forthe reason 1 
have pointed out, are slow to jearn thislesson, The 
reform is making less headway probably than its 
zealous advocates imagine. Accidents interrupt its 
srogress. The flooding of the cotton lands in the 
Mississippi va'iey, for instance, has had the effect of 
greatly increasing the estimated acreage to be 
planted tocotton in Alabama and the Atlantic 
states. The farmers are unable to resist the pros- 
pect of high prices. The realization of the dream 
of a generally diversified farming in the south wil] 
doubtless be a pleasure reserved for future genera- 
tions.

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PASSOVER. 


The Great Jewish Festival and ita Annual Celebration. 

An event which happened only 3,194 years 
ago was commemorated last night by all Jews 
throughout the worid. The event in ques- 
tion isthe birth of the Hebrew nation. Out 
of 7,000,000 Jews in all countries probably 
6,500,000 observed the beginning of the festi- 
val of freedom of the Passover last 
night--a large majority of the  500,- 
000 remaining being prevented by unavoid- 
able cause. It is a recognized season for fam- 
ily reunions, and seated around the ‘Haga 
dah” or ‘‘seder” table every family, with the 
strongers and friends invited, rehearsed the 
whole old story of freedom, the old hymns 
were sung, the youngest or one of the young- 
est asked the old question, ‘‘Why is this night 
distinguished from all other nights?’ and 
paterfamilias duly answered. As the four 
types of men described in the printed order 
of service—‘‘the wise man, the simpleton, the 
wicked man and he who knoweth not how to 
ask’’—are noticed everybody looked at his 
neighbor for the last three and regard the first 
as personal, for the Jewish religion loves not 
ascetic festival or mournful observances, and 
humorisa trait of Jewish character. -But 
when the head of the household or whoever 
conducts the service got into the subject and 
the story of rigorous servitude was reached old 
faces became interested and sedate as of yore, 
and youngsters found questions and ‘save 
them up” till supper time, when conversation 
is allowed. 

The symbols in the service are rigidly used, 
emblematic of the bitter bondage in Egypt, 
the slaughtered lamb whose blood on the old 
homes in Egypt tested the Hebrew ancestor's 
faith, the unleavened bread eaten at the exo- 
dus and the redemption generally. Supper 
concluded, old anecdotes retold,, memories of 
departed friends lovingly referred to, silence 
is again enforced for the resumption of the 
order of service. The grace after meuls is 
said, the old, old tunes sung by all and Hall’! 
‘‘hymns of praise’ are chanted, the final cup 
of wine is tasted and the service ends, some- 
times with «additional quaint hymns, which 
were as certainly sung on the banks of the 
Thames as on the banks of the Hudson. 

Previous, however, to this home service, the 


festival was ushered in at synagogue, the yare 


propriate — being recited by Rabbi Jac- 
obsohn and full choir. 

There is a feature connected with the Pass- 
over which must not be forgotten, and that is 
the thorough cleansing and search ng out of 
the whole home, every cranny and corner, for 
crumbs of leaven. The sanitary advantage of 
this proceeding is of itself alone sufficient to 
commend it. No leaven is allowed in the 
house for the whole Passover week. Very 
few break this rule, and they are only ‘‘new 
lights,’ who simply serve to keep up the 
national claim to “stiff-raeckedness.”’ This, 
then, is the Jewish Passover—an institution 
3.194 years old! In America at that 
time Indians were playfully scalping each 
other; in Europe naked = savages, an- 
cestors of modern great nations, were culti- 
vating acorns and rheumatism, not to men- 
tion agues; in Asia ancestors of other modern 
great peoples wore clothing about as fashion- 
able; the only great. nation of that day, 
igypt, is now the seat Of a mongrel popula- 
tion, descendants of the dregs of twenty cen- 
turies, and the plaything of other powers; 
the peoples of Canaan were plunged into im- 
morality which Pheenicia’s ships spread over 
the world until the Hebrew army of salvation 
marched out and commenced that career 
whose fame has since been carried to the ends 
vf earth by those daughter-faiths which 
sprang from the religion which the proclaim- 
ed, which Jesus echoed and from which Mo- 
hammed learned so much.

A Small Blaze on Peters Street, Near Castleberry Hill. 

At 1o’clock this morning a row of shanties 
and small framed buildings, in Sleepy 
Hollow, on Peters street, just beyond Castle- 
berry hill, was discovered to _ be 
on fire. Some delay in getting the engines 
out was experienced. This fact, together 


numerous that suspicion of crookeduess was 
fixed upon Hannaford, and Inspector Frey 
commenced an investigation. Afteran examin- 
ation he became satisfied that the fault was 
with Hannaford, and a system of decoys was 
arranged. Several letters were mailed, among 
them one addressed to Laura J. Mason, 444 
Peters street, and purported to be from 
John S. Mason, of Marion, Alabama. The 
letter contained a twenty dollar counterteit 
bill and three genuine one dollar bills. The 
bills were marked, the numbers noted, and 
the bait was put into Hannaford’s box by Mr. 
Nall, assistant postmaster, on March 19%, 
Mr. Nall waited near by until 
Hannaford took his mail out, 
With it was the decoy letter. As the letter 
was directed to an imaginary person of course 
it could not be delivered. Neither was it re- 
turned to the office. About the 13th the 
Atlanta National bank refused a countesfeit 
twenty,and hearing of this, Captain Frey was 
easily put upon the track of his money. It de- 
veloped that Hannaford went to UO. C, Carroll's, 
on Decatur street, about two o’clock on the 
lith and there passed the counterfeit bill, 
receiving in exchange’ eighteen dollars 
and fifteen cents in gvod money a 
quart of rum andatencentdrink. He also 
paid 90 cents on an account that he pretend- 
ed to owe, but of which nothing could be 
found on the books., The bill was passed on 
Mr. Cashin, the bar-tender, and at the pre- 
liminary trial yesterday, the money and 
Hannaford were both identified by him. 
Other decoy lotters were used but nothing 
concerning them hasbeen made public. ‘The 
bill got back into the posses- 
sion of Captain Frey, on March 
14th, but since that time he has been working 
the case more thoroughly and has been ac- 
cumulating evidence, Saturday night a war 
rant charging Hannaford with emezzlement 
of letters -was sworn out by Captain Frey. 
Abeut half-past six o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Captain Frey went mMmto the post-office and 
asked Hannaford to go with him into his of- 
fice. Hannaford complied, and when Captain 
Frey’s office was reached was told that 
he was to be arrested for 
stealing® letters from the mails. He at first 
protested, but finally weakened, and bursting 
into tears confessed his guilt. He said his 
depredations dated back only a short time 
and gave as the cause a too free indulgence in 
whisky. The key to his private drawer in 
the post-office was taken and the drawer un- 
locked. It contained several letters that had 
been broken open. They were as follows: 
A letter sent from Rosweil, Georgia, by 
W. Byers, and = addressed to Miss 
A. M. Byers, of Atlanta. This letter was de- 
livered yesterday by Captain Frey to the 
writer of it. A letter from W. Reed, of Inde- 
pendence, Kas., to Mrs. C. Palmer, 288 Fra- 
zier street, Atlanta; a letter from Barnesville, 
Ga,., to Miss Ide Hill, Low’s alley, Atlanta; a 
letter from Miss Mollie Curtis, of Calhoun, to 
George Basden, 156 Formwalt street; a letter 
from Julian Ositerdoff, of a town in West Vir- 
ginia, to Mrs. Julian Osterdoftf, 429 Whitehall;

Bradatreet’s Report on Husiness for the Week and for 
the Quarter. 

There were 129 failures in the United. States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the past week, 
an increase of 11 over the preceding week, 
and 17 more than in the currespoding week 
of last year. The failures generally were of 
minor importance The middle states had 
28. an increase of 2; New England states 23, 
an increase of 7; southern states 35 an in- 
crease of 10; western states 29, a decrease of 
5; California and the territories 14, a decrease 
of 3; Canada 11, an increase of 1. In the prin- 
cipal trades they were as follows: general tra- 
ders 30; grocers 25; dry goods 10; hardware 
7; jewelry 6; manufacturers 6; liquors 5; 
furniture 4; shoes 38; clothing 3; tobacco and 
cigars 3; faney goods 3; drugs 3; butchers 3; 
books and stationery 2. During the three 
months ended March 31 there have been 2.- 
146 failures in the United States reported to 
Bradstreet’s, and 225 failures in Canada and 
the Provinces. Tne total amount of liabili- 
ties of those failing in the United States was 
$29,010 44, and the actual assets $15,523,591, 
the percentage of assets to liabilities being 
52.8. The total liabilities of the failures in 
Canada and the provinces amounted to $2,- 
504,004, and the actual assets to $1,272,679,

THE BEAVER SLIDE 


COMES TO THE FRONT WITH A 
CASE OF SMALL-POX. 


A Pronounced Case Which is Bent to the Pest House 
The Action of the Board of Health—The 
Building to Be Torn Down and 
Burned—-The Inmates Prisoners. 


At an early hour yesterday a red flag bearing 
the inscription ‘‘small-pox, stay out,’’ was dis- 
played in front of a row of one-story buildings 
in the rear of the Willingham building. 
These buildings are known as “the Beaver 
Slide,” and for years have been known as a 
resort for the worst classes of negroes. The 
rooms are low and filthy, and have been an 


eye-scre to the locality and a constant me- 
nace to the health of the locality. They 
front on Ivy street, and at 
night a large number of negroes 
congregate there to sleep. It can hardly be 
said that Atlanta was expecting a case of 
ented “cm but it is no surprise that the loath- 
some disease should have made its appearance 
in this den of filth. The sight of the flag star- 
tled everybody who saw it, and the report of 
the existence of the case spread like wild-fire. 
The history of the case is as follows: 

Last Friday night, a week ago, Mira Louisa 
Tate, a negro girl aged about 14 years, 
was taken with a disease which 
the atiending physician pronounced 
measles. He uttended the case 
until Friday last when he turned it over toa 
colored physician, Dr. J. E. Asbury, who 
erallunted about a month ago. He was a 
roung physician but after examining the ease 

e came to the conclusion that it was not a 
case of measles. He watched the symptoms 
closely, and his conviction that it was a case 
of small-pox grew stronger until Sunday 
night, at which time he en- 
tered the drug store of Dr. Fred 
King and informed him that he hada case 
that he wished him to look at. Dr. King 
went down to the ‘‘beaver slide’’ and as 
soon as he saw the sick girl pronounced 
it an unmistakable case of small-pox. Dr. 
Cofer and Dr. King, of Adairsville, a cousin 
of Dr. Fred King, were called in and both 
agreed that it was small-pox. It 
was determined that nothing should 
be said about: the “case until 
yesterday morning, when numbers of phy- 
sicians were shown the case. The universal 
verdict was that it was small-pox, and the 
board of Lealth was notified. A meeting was 
held at twelve o'clock and immediate steps 
taken to have the girl removed to the newly- 
erected pest house. The building was put 
under quarantine regulations. Those who 
were in it were shut in, and all communica- 
tion with the outside world shut off. 
Ropes were put across. Ivy _ street, 
and all passing that way prohibited. Two 
police officers were put to guard the building 
and to keep those who had been exposed on 
the inside. 

At three o’clock the girl was putin a spe- 
cially provided ambulance and carried to the 
pest-house near the city stockade... A mount- 
ed policeman went in advance and cleared 
the streets of people. The board of health 
determined to act in the matter at ence 
and accordingly contracted for the im- 
mediate erection of a suitable  build- 
ing on the city's stockade land, and all who 
have been exposed to the disease will be taken 
out there and kept until they are considered 
out of danger. It is expected that the building 
will be completed by noon to-day, certainly 
by to-night, and the occupants of the Beaver 
Slide will be taken there. They will be pro- 
vided with provisions and everything necessa- 
ry for their comfort, but will bestricty guard- 
ed. The row of buildings in which 
the disease originated wilb Re torn down 
and burned, and > apf sin ution to pre- 
vent the spread ofthe disease have been or 
will be taken. vaccination office is to be 
opened and yatcination is again to be the 
order of the day. The occupants of the 
Beaver Slide were all vaccinated yesterday. 
No resistance of consequence was offered ex- 
cept by Howard Horton, who locked himself 
in a closet and declined to come out until the 
officers threatened to break the door down. 
He was finally vaccinated but it required 
two policemen to hold him whileit was being 
done. 

Yesterday Mayor English was asked by a 
ConstTITUTION reporter if he had «anything to 
say. He replied: 

““T have only this to say. I promised the 
people that I would notify them of the ap- 
pearance of the first-case of small-pox, and I 
now state to you officially that there isa case 
here. But it bas been taken out of the city 
to the pest house, and we will not stop at ex- 
pense to prevent the spread of the disease. 


A SMALL BOY 


Who was Not Half as Good as He Pretended to Be. 
Mr. John H. James has turned detective. 
About a month ago a half grown boy called 
at his bank and pretended to be soliciting 
contributions for the aid of the Sixth Baptist 
church. He wasgiven a dollar, and yesterday 
appeared again. Mr. James suspected that 
he was swindler, and in orderto test the mat- 
ter said sternly, ‘‘Wait here until I call a po- 
liceman, and I’ll have you arrested.” The 
boy broke away, leaving in Mr. James’s hands 
the two subscription papers which he had 
presented. The first was as follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 3, 1882.—To the City- 
sons of this Place: We have had a pool put 
in our Church and we want to ask you all to 
help us for we are so poore Down here that 
we cant anuf money to pay for it—and we 
would be very amutch Oblige to you allif you 
would help us alittle it doant make any differ- 
ens how mutch you give a littte is as mutch 
to us as a heap is to you all so help usif you 
can and Obiige Pastor of the Fiith Baptis 
Church. The amount wanted is $13 Dollars. 
We have 36. Mr. Jack 1.25; John Belcher 
1.00; J. D. Cunningham 1.00; J. P. Woodruff 
1.00. 

The other paper was as follows, and was ad- 
dressed on the back to ‘‘Bro Jno H James, 
city:’’ 

ATLANTA Ga March 31, 1880—Mr James Dear Sir I 
will ask a favor of you if you will be so kind as to 
loa us $2.75 for we eant get any money wright now 
and «re Ubliged to have the money -for the 
men that has bilt the pool in our church 
for us and we cant Rais the money 
for them and we will be very much obilize to you if 

ou will loan us the money we have got to meat the 
bil 4% oclock P Mif so you can let us Have it let 
this pe man haveit he Is one of my members 
we Will pay it back as soon as we can and oblize
